THE HYDROGRAPHIC PROOEED, 
INGS OF H.MS8. CHALLENGER. 
‘Ture fifth number ‘of the Hydrographic 
Proceedings of Her Majesty's ship Chal. 
lenge has been privately issued by the 
Admiralty, containing the official account, 
of the cruise from Japan to Honolulu. 
The present instalment is not #0 full in 
ita details as the last, which. we noticed 
some four or five months ago, but-it con- 
tains some interesting plates of which.

Yesterday wo published a lotter addressed 
by Mr Granville Sharp. to the Military 
Authorities in reference to the question of
